STORIES. MOSTLY EMANATING FROM PERSONS CROSSING AT TEXAS- 
MEXICO BORDER, THAT AT BORDER 180 DAY PERMITS WERE CHANGED TO 
30 DAYS BY MEXICAN IMMIGRATION OFFICIALS. UNABLE TO VERIFY 
HERE WHETHER THESE STORIES TRUE OR ACCURATE. AT ANY RATE, 

IT WOULD APPEAR THAT ROMERO'S OFFICE WOULD NOT HAVE CHANCE 
TO CHANGE MANY 180 DAY PERMITS TO 30 DAYS, EVEN IF THIS WAS 
HIS WISH. SINCE COMPARATIVELY FEW OF THE PERMANENT 
RESIDENTS; TOURISTS FLY INTO GUADALAJARA WITHOUT FIRST
